Police: Gunman, victim 
were ‘friends for years’

Less than a week after Tony DeFrances learned 
that he was being demoted as part of a down- 
sizing of his company, authorities said he 
walked into his boss’ office Thursday morning 
for a one-on-one. 

Apparently upset about his demotion, De- 
Frances, armed with a gun, confronted CEO 
Steven LaVoie, a longtime colleague and friend 
at the supply technology firm ArrowStream in 
the Loop, police said. 

At some point, DeFrances, 60, and LaVoie, 
54, struggled over the gun. LaVoie was shot 
twice before DeFrances shot himself in the 
head, Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
said. 

DeFrances was found dead in LaVoie’s office 
on the 17th floor of the Bank of America build- 
ing, 231 S. LaSalle St. LaVoie was in “grave” con- 
dition at Northwestern Memorial Hospital 
with head and stomach wounds, according to 
McCarthy. 

DeFrances—who is listed on the company’s 
website as the chief technology officer—had 
been told Friday that he was being demoted, 
according to police. The firm was in the pro- 
cess of downsizing and had demoted a number 
of people, McCarthy said. 

“Apparently he was despondent over the 
fact that he got demoted,” McCarthy said of 
DefFrances, calling the shooting a “personal” 
dispute. 

LaVoie founded ArrowStream in 2000, and 
DeFrances had been with the firm “virtually 
since its inception,” according to the compa- 
ny’s website. ArrowStream was named one 
of Chicago’s best and brightest companies to 
work for by a business trade group earlier this 
year, an honor it had received every year since 
at least 2012. 

About 10 witnesses who were in the firm’s 
office on LaSalle Street when the shooting oc- 
curred were interviewed by police, McCarthy 
said. Witnesses said they heard the shots about 
9:55 a.m. 

LaVoie and DeFrances were longtime 
friends, according to a police source with 
knowledge of the investigation into the 
shooting. 

“They had been friends for years—a con- 
genial relationship between two friends,” the 
source said. 

LaVoie is married and has three daughters. 
He was in critical condition and being treated 
at Northwestern Memorial Hospital, police

Leave the building if you can. 
“If the situation escalates, first 
thing is, if you’re capable of exiting 
the building ... escape is the first 
mode of response,” said Timothy 
Dimoff, security expert and CEO of 
SACS Consulting & Investigative 
Services in Akron, Ohio. 


If you can't leave, then barricade 
yourself. Identify places where 


you can hide and lock the door or 
otherwise form a barrier between 
you and the violent person. “Know 
where you can go, safe rooms that 
you can get into with or without 
others,” Dimoff said. “Lock the 
door [or] barricade the door and 
prevent the person from endan- 
gering you.” 


In extreme situations, you may 


need to instigate physical contact 
with the attacker. “When you're in 
a close encounter,” Dimoff said, 
“you'll have no choice but to get 
into a physical confrontation. The 
confrontation can be as simple as 
throwing things at the person. ... 
Sure, it’s dangerous, but it’s more 
dangerous to sit there and stare at 
the person who has a gun.”

said. His wife, reached by phone, said she was 
not ready to talk with the press. 

The LaVoie family, in a statement distrib- 
uted by Northwestern Memorial Hospital, 
thanked doctors and police for their help and 
friends and family for support. 

“Our thoughts are also with Steven’s extend- 
ed family, the employees of ArrowStream, who 
mean so much to Steven,” the statement said. 
“Finally, our prayers are with the other family 
affected by this tragedy.” 


DeFrances, who lives in the Lake County 
community of Tower Lakes, is also married and 
has three children. Reached by phone Thurs- 
day morning, DeFrances’ wife said she did not 
know about her husband’s alleged involvement 
in the shooting and expressed shock, but did 
not comment further. By the afternoon, police 
stationed outside the DeFrances home said 
the family had asked for privacy. 

The shooting rattled workers in the financial 
district of the Loop, an area that is typically far 


removed from gun violence that plagues other 
parts of the city. 

Police recovered a 9-millimeter semi-auto- 
matic pistol at the scene, according to a source. 
It was unclear if the gun belonged to DeFran- 
ces, who does not have a firearm owner’s iden- 
tification card, according to the Illinois State 
Police. 

ArrowStream released a statement saying 
that the company was “deeply saddened and 
shocked” by the shooting.

EA Isrzel ami Hamas hove agreed to 2 
sadhour ceaoottre in thee conilier in dhe 
Craxa Scrip starting Vriday, Secretary of State 
John Kerry and UN. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said Thursday. 

The cease-fire will begin at 8 a.m. local time 
Friday, they said in a joint statement. The 
statement said “forces on the ground will re- 
main in place” during the truce, implying that 
Israeli ground forces will not withdraw. 

U.N. Middle East envoy Robert Serry 
has received assurances that all parties have 
agreed to the humanitarian cease-fire, the 
statement said. 

“We urge all parties to act with restraint un- 
til this humanitarian ceasefire begins, and to 
fully abide by their commitments during the 
ceasefire,” Kerry and Ban said. “This ceasefire 
is critical to giving innocent civilians a much- 
needed reprieve from violence.” 

Israeli and Palestinian delegations will trav- 
el to Cairo for negotiations with the Egyptian 
government to reach a durable cease-fire, the 
statement said.

fence-jumping at Lollapalooza

Shannon Gorsky has seen it all over four years 
of attending Lollapalooza—and she’s not just 
talking about headliners Mumford & Sons, the 
Killers and Florence and the Machine. 

The 22-year-old Gold Coast resident also has 
witnessed pocket-picking, counterfeit wrist- 
band sales and stampedes of fence-jumpers. 

“I’ve seen people just run through the front 
gate and disappear into the crowds,” she said. 
“T’ve seen people clamber on top of the porta- 
potties that are backed up to the fences [sur- 
rounding Lollapalooza} while people are in 
them, and then they take off like the wind into 
the festival.” 

Gorsky is one of thousands of Lollapalooza’s 
annual attendees who pay hundreds of dollars 
each year for passes to the city’s largest music 
festival, which takes over much of Grant Park 
this weekend. 

With close to 300,000 attendees each year, 
Lollapalooza is something like a smaller city 
in Illinois. And like any city, it has its share of 
crime—chief among them theft, narcotics 
sales and criminal trespassing. 

In 2013, Chicago police officers made 46 fel- 
ony and misdemeanor arrests at the lakefront 
music fest, up from 27 in 2011 (2012 numbers 
were unavailable). CPD spokesman Martin 


Maloney attributed the rise in crime to more 
sophisticated policing efforts and the festival’s 
rising attendance rate. 

Officials with CPD and the city’s Office of 
Emergency Management declined to com- 
ment on how many law enforcement officials 
are posted at the event each year, but police 
reports from last year’s festival show that CPD 
sends at least one team of undercover police 
officers to the festival each year. The teams 
perform “buy-bust” missions, where they pur- 
chase illegal hallucinogens from alleged dealers 
at the festival and charge them with manufac- 
turing and delivery of a controlled substance, 
which is a felony. 

Trespassing on festival grounds is also a 
crime officials must contend with each year, 
when would-be festgoers try to scale the rows 
of fences that block off Lollapalooza along 
Lake Shore Drive and around Grant Park. 

Britt Pearce, a spokeswoman for Lollapaloo- 
za, said in an email that officials have stepped 
up measures to keep people without tickets 
out of the festival since 2011, when they made 
structural changes to beef up the fence line. 

“We monitor everything from social media 
to suspicious activity outside the festival to 
ensure the security of fans, artists and staff,” 
she said.

Officials also have used better technology 
to try to combat the sale of counterfeit tickets 
and use of counterfeit wristbands. One exam- 
ple is radio-frequency identification (RFID), 
which wirelessly tracks identification data. 

“Counterfeit tickets are an unfortunate fact 
of any live event, however the implementa- 
tion of RFID technology prevents phony 
wristband-holders from entering the festival,” 
she said. 

Fest attendees can register their wristbands 
before the event, she said, which makes them 
easier to relocate or replace when they are sto- 
len or damaged. 

Bob O’Neill, president of Grant Park 
Conservancy, said crime reports from the 
concert should be viewed in context of the 
festival’s size. 

“If you look at it per capita, there aren’t a 
lot of incidents of safety being compromised 
or anything, there aren’t that many arrests,” he 
said. “For the most part, it really works.”

While I appreciate the socially conscious and 
healthful approach to making a burger, flavor 
and texture is paramount.

Before James Brown became the Godfather 
of Soul, before he donned the cape, before he 
even cut a record, he was an impoverished kid 
from rural Georgia. 

In the new biopic “Get on Up,” the singer’s 
hardscrabble childhood sets the stage for a 
tumultuous fight to the top. Brown (played in 
his boyhood by brothers Jamarion and Jordan 
Scott) is raised in a brothel after being aban- 
doned by destitute parents. He spends his 
nights as a barker, singing and dancing on the 
roadside to lure in prospective johns. 

One Sunday, he’s awakened by a glorious 
sound. In worn boots, he walks the dusty path 
to a nearby gospel church. Inside, he’s swept 
up by the joyous voices of the choir, but it’s 
the flamboyant preacher—clad in a crisp, 
white suit with dollar bills pinned to his la- 
pels—who seals the deal. 

Between the dirt and the heavens, James 


Brown’s musical aesthetic was born. 

It’s one of many pivotal scenes that capture 
the singer’s rise from staggering poverty and 
neglect to one of the most revered, misun- 
derstood and game-changing performers in 
modern American music. Starring Chadwick 
Boseman (“42”), the story follows the hardest- 
working man in showbiz from his childhood 
in the 30s through a career apex during the 
civil rights era to the drug-addled, shotgun- 
wielder in the ’9os. 

Director Tate Taylor knew what most of 
us did about James Brown before making the 
film—he was a larger-than-life character who 
popularized soul, founded funk, had countless 
children and often tangled with the law. But 
Taylor was intent on showing the man behind 
the multiple hits, hairdos, wives and money 
woes. 

“It’s the showmanship, his missteps, his 
blunders that people tend to remember: Ed- 


die Murphy on ‘SNU playing Brown in a hot 
tub or some of the poor decisions [Brown] 
made later in his life,” said Taylor, a white 
Southerner whose last film, “The Help,” also 
dealt with black culture in the Jim Crow 
South. 

“But when I looked closer, I saw this bril- 
liant, complicated genius. I don’t think people 
know what he did to change music, to change 
what people of his race felt they could accom- 
plish in this world. He was an unsuspecting 
hero.” 

Yet like Brown’s career, it wasn’t easy get- 
ting the film, which opens Friday, off the 
ground. Musical biopics have had a mixed 
track record at best—for every “Walk the 
Line” there’s a “Jersey Boys” or “Great Balls 
of Fire!”—and Brown’s complex legacy pre- 
sented particular problems. It took heavy lift- 
ing and big names from both the film and mu- 
sic worlds—Brian Grazer and Rolling Stones

frontman Mick Jagger—to make it happen. 

Grazer tried to make the film before Brown 
died in 2006 but was unsuccessful because of 
liens, family and legal issues (South Carolina 
has taken control of the estate) and questions 
of ownership over the performer’s songs. 

Jagger was thinking of making a documen- 
tary about Brown. The Rolling Stones had 
ties with Peter Afterman, a music supervisor 
who'd worked with Brown’s estate to iron out 
publishing issues related to the soul singer’s 
vast song catalog. When Jagger heard about 
Grazer’s stalled project, he combined forces 
with the producer. 

“In my formative years as a performer, 
he was very important to me,” said Jagger, 
who first met Brown in 1964 at the famous 
T.A.M.I. Show, a multi-billed concert (Jan 
and Dean, The Supremes, among others) at 
the Santa Monica Civic Auditorium that was 
shot and made into a film. “The way he super-

energized the audience, the way he interact- 
ed with them. A lot of that comes from the 
church. I didn’t have that, so I learned a lot 
from looking at James, the way he moved, the 
way he held an audience’s attention.” 

Though Boseman physically doesn’t re- 
semble Brown, he musters enough moxie, 
charisma and athletic ability (the strut, the 
spark, the multiple stage splits) to play a con- 
vincing Godfather of Soul. He also portrays a 
troubled artist who, while amassing a fan base, 
drove away those closest to him with a punish- 
ing work ethic and a demand for perfection. 

The volatile Brown character is a far cry 
from the more internal role of Jackie Robin- 
son that Boseman played in “42.” “I tried to 
find out, did [Brown] change when he came 
off that stage, and did he even know it if he 
did?” said Boseman, 37. “He was a complicat- 
ed person, but he was also just a man.” 


Southern touchstone 
Ata hotel in Santa Monica, Boseman and Tay- 
lor discussed the film—also featuring “Help” 
stars Viola Davis and Octavia Spencer as well 
as Nelsan Ellis and Dan Aykroyd—and what 
it took to bring Brown to life on-screen. Tay- 
lor is outgoing and animated, Boseman low 
key and a bit shy. Both spoke with Southern 
accents (Taylor is from Mississippi; Boseman 
is from South Carolina) and bonded over 
their roots. 

“People always said they couldn’t under- 
stand what James was saying because of his 
accent, but I could,” Taylor said. 


“Me too,” Baseman said, “He sounds like 
my uncle.” 

“Whoever I case as James had to have a 
touchstone to the Saugh,” Thylar conrin- 
ued. “That soil is in their veins, their genetic 
makeup, their family tree. Gaeagraphy is very 
important. It’s somexme’s seul [t's who we 
are.” 

To research the role of Brown, the tw 
studied footage of the performer, cormbed 
recordings, read] murncraus bieeraphies and 
interviewed farnily members tof which there 
are many). The pacing of the Glew is as frenet- 
ic as Brown himscll, jumping back and forth 
among time perincls and scenarins, as if chal:

James Brown, doesn’t do either. Played with 
impressive validity and agility by Chadwick 
Boseman (“42”), the legend (who died in 
2006) sweats up a storm on stage. But 
director Tate Taylor (“The Help”) and the 
writing team behind “Edge of Tomorrow” fill 
in no blanks; in this story, Brown’s abilities 
required no development. His aunt (Octavia 
Spencer) tells him he’s destined for acclaim, 
which wouldn’t seem to inspire a work ethic.

Save for one rehearsal, his songs and his 
bands’ remarkable performances seem to 
come out of nowhere. 

Wasn’t Brown a complicated, flawed 
person? We see him abuse his second wife 
(jill Scott) but understand nothing about her 
reaction (or lack thereof). Motivations float 
on the breeze in “Get on Up,” which is more 
concerned with getting toes tapping than 
brains working. 

That’s good news for your feet. Brown’s 
influential material will hold up forever, and 
Boseman’s performance nearly makes up for 
the movie. He slithers, spins and splits with 
confidence —a legit fountain of funk. The 
movie simply gives little sense of where any 
of it comes from, outside of mere passion and 
an unhappy childhood (Viola Davis plays the 
mom who leaves him). As the increasingly 


egotistical singer begins referring to himself 
in the third person, “Get on Up” (produced 
by Mick Jagger) feels less like a chronicle of 
aman escaping poverty and family turmoil 
than a neutered depiction of a great musician 
being a great musician. 

The film mostly ignores drugs, minimizes 
legal issues and captures neither life on the 
road nor Brown’s challenging later years. It 
needlessly features Brown addressing the 
camera (a la “Jersey Boys”) and leaps between

time periods, hardly getting to know Brown’s 
bandmates (including Nelsan Ellis, Craig 
Robinson, The Roots’ Tarig Trotter and 
singer Aloe Blacc). Kinda like “The Help,” 
“Get on Up” is entertaining if you don’t think 
about it, or don’t care when the story of a 
layered man leaves nothing to ponder. Well, 
other than if we'll ever see another artist 

so effortlessly wail and groove—and rock a 
cape not because he thought it was hip but 
because he was a musical superhero.
